U.S. Pays Unesco 
$43 Million Owed 
In Back Dues 


PARIS, July 1 fAP).—Tie 
United States paid $43 million in 
back dues to the UN Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organiza- 
tion today, ending a three-year 
Tow over the organization's moves 
against Israel and easing much 
of its financial problems. 

William Jones, U.S. envoy to 
Unesco, handed the cleck cover- 
ing 1975-76 dues to director-gen- 
eral Amadou Mahtar MBow. 

The payment represents about 
20 per cent of Unesco's two-year 
budget. The organization now 
can reduce borrowing from Arab 
members to cover its expenses. 

The United States blocked its 
funding of Unesco in 1974 to 
protest the exclusion o. Israel 
from any Unesco regional group- 
ing. A 1975 resolution equating 
Zionism with racism caused the 
United States to harden ifs posi- 
tion. 

Unesco cranted Israel member- 
ship in the European regional 
group last year. Early this year 
& permanent Israeli delezate was 
named to Unesco headquarters 
for the first time since 1974,

Vance Outlines 
Affirmative U.S. 
Policy on Africa

WASHINGTON, July 1 (NYT) —Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
warned South Aivica anew today that relations with the United 


States “will mev:tably suffer’ 


if steps are not taken soon to end 


racial discrimination and aviow full political participation by black 
South Africans. In the administration's latest and most complete 
criticism of the apartheid policies followed by South African Prime 
Minister John Vorster, Mr. Vance told 2 largely biack audience in 
St. Louis that “we cannot defend a government that is based on & 


system of racial domination and 
remain true to ourselves.” 

The speech to the Nationa] As- 
sociation for the Advancement 
of Colored People was the ad- 
ministration’s first full-length 
exposition of its African policy, 
although the criticism of apart- 
heid has been made _ before, 
Most recently by Vice-President 
Mondale, who met with Mr. 
Vorster in Vienna in May. 

Mr, Vance placed heavy em- 
phass in the speech on US. 
policy toward southern Africa. 
the area of most ferment on the 
continent. But he also outlined 
some broad principles to govern 
overall policy toward Africa. He 
Said the United States should 
follow “affirmative policies” to- 
ward Africa and not simply be 
reactive. 

An Allusion 

For instance, in an allusion to 
the Ford admiinistration’s con= 
cern about Soviet and Cuban in- 
Yolrement in Angola, Mr. Vance 
Said critically: 

“A negative. reactive American 
Policy that seeks only to oppose 
Soviet or Cuban involvement in 
Africa would be both dangerous 
and futile. Our best course 15 
to help resolve the problems 
Which create opportunities for 
external intervention,” 

At the same time, he expressed 
concern about the “increase in 
Soviet arms and Cuban person- 
rel.” and said “we cannot isrore 
tus inerease—and we -oppose iL.” 

Mr. Vance said the United 
States would “consider symna- 
theticaly” requests for military 
assistance from states threatened. 
by a buildup of foreign military 
equipment and advisers on their 
borders, but he also said, “Arms 
transfers to Africa, will be an ex- 
ceptional tool of our policy.” 

Request Considered 

The United States has been 
considering for months a requesti 
from the Sudan for F-5 fighter 
aircraft and other equipment to 
offset Soviet arms being sent to 
Ethiopia, but officials said today 
that no decision has been made 
yer.

“First they [the Water Depart- 
ment] tell you one thing and 
then they tell you another,” she 
said. “I don’t pay much attention.

Senate Cuts Dam Projects 
ToCompromise With Carter

WASHINGTON, duly 1 (NYT). 
—The Senate apparently decided 
yesterday that President Carter 
had it over a pork barrel and vot- 
ed to compromise and kill several 
of the 18 major water projects he 
wants eliminated, 

But it did so only after hearing 
promises that this year’s disap- 
pointments would probably be- 
come tamorrow’s dams. 

The reassurances were given by 
Senators John Stennis of Missis- 
sippi and Milton Young of North 
Dakota, respectively the second- 
ranking Democrat and the senior 
Republican on the Appropriations 
Committee. 

Sen, Young said that he would 
have liked to fund all the projects 
thet Mr, Carter disapproved, but 
to do so would bring 2 veto. How- 
ever, he said: “Most, if not all. of 
those projects being deleted now 
will be in the program next year 
or shortly thereafter. 

“I cannot help but feel this 
whole situation will settle down, 
and we will go back to our old 
procedures,” he said. 

Sen. Stennis, nettled by charges 


from Colorado’s two senators, 
Floyd Haskell and Gary Hart, 
both Democrats, that his subcom- 
mittee had looked after only the 
projects in its members’ states, 
promised renewed consideration of 
Tejected projects next year. 

Some projects had to be cut 
this year to avoid a veto, he said, 
but “next year all these matters 
will be considered that senators 
desire and put in some kind of a 
bill if they deserve it.” 

‘The Senate votes were held on 
amendments to the public works 
appropriation bill, which is not 
Scheduled to be completed until 
after Congress returns July 11 
from its Independence Day holi- 
day. When the House dealt with 
the bill June 14, it killed only one 
of the dam projects Mr. Carter 
disliked, but by a margin so nar- 
row that the vote clearly implied 
that ἃ veto could not be over- 
ridden, 

‘The Senate spent the afternoon 
and evening debating amend- 
ments to the committee's bill, 
which cut nine of the 18 projects 
Mr. Carter wanted out.

Payoff Scandal 
Laid to Aides of

NEW DELAL July 1 ‘Reu- 
lers'.—Indian Health Muntster 
Raj Narain said in Parhament.

ministration officials had been

$11 Billion Spent 
By U.S. Tourists 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (AP).— 
US. citizens spent a record $10.9 
billion on overseas travel last 
year while the number of visitors 
to the United States increased 
20 per cent to 4.5 million, accord- 
ing to a Commerce Department 
report. 

Of the $10.9 billion, compared 
with $10.1 billion In 1975, s6.9 
billion was spent in foreign coun- 
tries, a T-per-cent increase over 
1975, and $4 billion in trans- 
oceanic. passenger--fares, an 8- 
per-cent increase. 

U.S. -receipts from foreign 
visitors. the department said.

A Trend to ‘Post-Materialism’ 


Is Observed in U.S., West Europe 


ANN ARBOR, Michigan, July 1 (UPI)—Americans and 
Westeru Europeans, particularly the younger and better-edu- 
Catea, appear to be undergoing a major shift in material 
values and political awareness, according to a University of 


iichigun study, 


Ronald Inglehart of the Michigan Institute for Social 
Research, in a report published this week, says that the 
changing values in the United States and 10 countries in 
Wesvern Europe indicate a shift from “emphasis on material 
values and physical security toward greater concern with 
self-expression and the quality of life.” 

Mr, Ingiehart calls the new values "post-materialist” and 
says they are most prevalent among the middle class, but 
gre also beginning to permeate the working class. His study 
also finds that women tend to hold more materialistic values 
than do men of the same age, although among younger persons 
the values among men and women seem to be converging. 

Mr. Inglehart says that older persons tend to remain 
materialistic while persons born after World War II are less

Mr. Ingichart says the shiit away from materialism is 
havirg a major impact on how people view their governments. 
“Whet we find in the countries surveyed is a declining sense 
that government is responsive to the average citizen and an

Chile Rejects U.S. Assistance

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Eurocommunism: Don’t Touch 


Why is Santiago Carrillo, the leader of 
(Spain's Communist party, now at the head 
Ἢ the Kremlin’s list of public enemies? Not 
pecanse he refuses to carry out some secret 
‘set of Soviet instructions. Not because he 
® complicating the Soviet Union's new rela- 
ons with democratic Spain. Not even be- 
eaase he is a Spaniard before he is a Com- 
munmist, Rather. it is because. even more 
than his Italian and French comrades. who 
may attain executive powers next year, Car- 
aio holds Communism to be compatible with 
sonstitutional democracy. That means he 
believes there is a higher law than the will 
of any Communist party, even in a Com- 
munist country. And if there are human 
and political rights that do not derive from 
a Communist party, then the totalitarian 
regimes of the Soviet Union and most of 
Zastern Europe are illegitimate. “Eurocom~- 
munism,” from Madrid to Moscow, 15 the 
greatest heresy in Soviet doctrine and Car- 
yilo is its newest champion. 


His apostasy and virtual excommunication 
by Moscow are no érick to lull democratic 
societies into acceptance of Communists. 
Indeed, Moscow cannot much eare whether 
the commitment of the Spanish, Italian and 
French parties to parliamentary procedures 
46 genuine or merely a momentary piece of 
opportunism. It is the idea that threatens 
the Soviet regime. which almost dally now 
ts petitioned for biil-of-rights freedoms. The 
idea is an even greater threat to the Soviet- 
sponsored regimes of Poland, Hungary. 
Czechoslovakia and East Germany, which 
have all faced similar demands from their 
peoples, including Communists. and occa- 
sionally in the form of violent rebellion, 


Once it is acknowledged that Communists 
may be challenged and defeated at the polls 
by non-Communist or even rival Communist 
parties, and that citizens enjoy rights of 
speech and assembly beyond those granted 
them by a ruling Communist oligarchy, there 

would remain no ideological defense for the 
East European dictatorships and not much 
difference between Europe's Communist and 
Socialist parties. That is why there is more 
than bombast in the Soviet charge that Car- 
rillo is playing into the hands of “reactionary 
‘imperialist forces” and the “aggressive 
- NATO dloc.” The Russians rightly recognize 
the disease. more advanced than it ever was 


in Yugoslavia, or in the Hungary of Imre 
Nagy and the Czechoslovakia of Alexander 
Dubcek—two Communists who had to be 
routed from office by Soviet tanks. 

Whatever good the Spanish, Italian and 
French Communists might accomplish for 
thelr own peoples in the name of Com- 
munist ideology. or whatever trouble they 
might cause for the Western military al- 
Hance and economic union. the Soviet leaders 
could not bear their coming to power by the 
heretical path on which they now travel. 
Better a capitalist or Socialist adversary who 
possesses nothing more than NATO bombs 
than a comrade infected by this dread virus. 
President Brezhnev found time to visit with 
the Gaullist opposition in Paris last month, 
but not with any of France's Communists. 

Why then should the West not acclaim 
Eurocommunists and pray for their accession 
to power? 

First. because they have evolved only 
uncertainly from their past blind embrace of 
Soviet interest and ideology; without con- 
tinued political and cultural pressures they 
might well lapse back into docile service of 
Soviet power. 

Second, because sudden—as opposed to 
gradual—chaillenge to totalitarian power in 
Eastern Europe would be an invitation to 
uprisings that the West cannot fully support 
without unacceptable risk; it is not just 
their ideological purity but thelr physical 
power that the Soviet leaders seek to protect 
—at any cost. 

And third, because Communist majorities 
and ministries in Western Europe would 
Surely prove disruptive of the military and 
economic arrangements among the demo- 
cratic nations. 

Vigorous and striving for power, the Euro- 
communists are agents of corrosion through- 
out Eastern Europe. Once elevated to power, 
and precisely to the degree that they became 
acceptable to democrats, they could de- 
stabilize the entire continent. Europe is 
unquestionably evolving toward 8 new day 
in any case. The Kremiin-Carrillo contest 
is an exciting and explosive spectacle that 
the West can watch with fascination but 
dares not touch. The stronger the lure of 
Western freedom and prosperity. the greater 
the chances the drama will serve the demo- 
cratic cause. 


Exit B-1, Enter Cruise 


We hail Mr. Carter's decision not to start 
producing the B-1 bomber. And what 5 
more, we Hke the way he seems to have 
made it—setting aside his campaign pro- 
nouncements against the plane and weighing 
tt on the current merits. We find the deci- 
sion itself sensible. Old faithful B-52s can 
fly off enemy territory and fire Craise mis- 
siles, pilotiess drones that weren’t in the pic- 
‘ure when work on the B-1 began. This 
obviates the need for B-1s, at upwards of 
$100 million 8 copy, with which to penetrate 
enemy defenses. The familiar strategic 
“triad" (land and sea-based missiles cnd 
bombers) is unimpaired. 

But let rejoicing be restrained, It is brac- 
img to see ἃ production decision on a costly 
new weapon rendered by considered judg- 
ment rather than by the “mad momentum™ 
of arms building. But there can be no guar- 
antee that the money will be permanently 
saved or that the Sovlet-American strategic 
relationship will become more stable. 

For the B-1's demise is the Cruise mis- 
sile's debut. Strategists like the Cruise for 
peing cheap, accurate and versatile—and 
because were way ahead in its development. 
Arms controllers fear it for being cheap, 
accurate and versatile—and hard to count 
and verify. The short-range air-launched 
Cruise missile that Mr. Carter plans to put on 


the B-52 is evidently not on the SALT table. 
But the services are champing to build other 
kinds of Cruise missiles. including iong- 
range, land-based ones. By doing one. you 
lower restraints against others Already 
we're arguing with the Russians over wheth- 
er bombers equipped with Cruises should be 
counted against the sub-ceiling contempilat- 
ed for multiwarbead launchers. It has got 
to be easier to resolve such arguments before 
the weapons in question are deployed. 

The saga of the B-1 decision Jlustrates 
nothing 50 much as the difficulty of making 
wise decisions about weapons of great cost, 
high technology. long Jead time, ambiguous 
strategic implication and extreme political 
volatility.. But several lessons are there to 
be learned. First. Mr. Carter was right to 
reject the argament that his campaign op- 
position to the plane made his presidential 
decision a test of credibility: it was a test of 
judgment, Second, the Congress was wise 
last year to leave the production decision 
to the November victor, But we find it 
curious in this ight that Mr. Carter should 
have let the House proceed this week to a 
B-1 vote—production of five planes was ap- 
proved. . 

Exit B-1. Enter Cruise, to stage center. 
That's where attention must now turn.

LONDON. July 1 (THT). —There 
can be few revivals more 
welcome ‘than Harley Granville- 
Barker's “The Madras House.” 
which has been neglected for 
more than 50 years. 

Tt is fitting that, a hundred 
years after his birth, the Ne- 
tional Theater should revive one 
of his best plays, in 8 superb 
production, for Granville-Barker. 
an outstanding actor. director. 
producer and critic. was one of 
the leading campaigners for a 
national theater as well as one 
of the great influences on the 
development of British drama. 

But bis writing for the stage 
is the least original part of his 
work, He was much influenced by 
Shaw, writing low-key conversa- 
tion pieces that lacked both the 
inteHectual fireworks and the 
dramatic trickery of his mentor. 

Faults and Virtues 

“The Madras House” displays 
all his faults as well as his many 
virtues. The great set pieces at 
the end of the third and fourth 
acts are dialogues that serve no 
dramatic purpose and do not 
carry the play forward or act 
as revelations of character. They 
are simply debates on the press- 
ing social questions of his time. 

If Gramville-Barker lacks 
Shaw's dazzling virtuosity. he has 
a more profound sense of the 
injustices of the society in which 
he lived. His play 15, in its quiet 
way, revolutionary. For what he 
does. in leisurely detail is to 
examine the bourgeois Bdward- 
tan society and conelnde that its 
civilized values were achieved at 
too great a social cost: thet the

Prices have gone down, by half or 
more, and buyers hare reverted to 
the selective attitude they had 
before inexperienced investors in- 
vaded the market in the late six- 
ties and early seventies.

The United States consumes 
huge amounts of ferrous scrap 
each year in its domestic steel- 
making and foundry operations, 
but the supply has usually been 
ample enough to allow this coun- 
try to be the world’s principal 
source of purchased scrap for 
scores of other steel-producing 
nations. 

The study predicts thai junk 
material will be in such greater 
demand in the years ahead that 
U.S. stockpiles may diminish con- 
siderably. If it should develop, 
that would be of grave concern 
to those mills here and abroad 
that depend so heayily on an 
excess of U.S. supplies of a crit- 
ical raw material. 

The new study, which was 
presented a week ago to Juanita 
Kreps, secretary of commerce, 


‘and to other government offi- 


cials, estimates that there will be 
a shortage of approximately 11 
nuillion tons in the nation’s sup- 
ply of iron and steel scrap by 
1983, despite a sharp rise in its 
‘price in the meantime. 

It wes estimated that this 
country’s raw steel production 
would reach 175 million tons in 
1982 and that foundry output 
would rise to 25 million tons. 
That would represent a gain of 
about 18 per cent over the record 
Production year in 1973. Produc- 
tion abroad is also expected to 
increase sharply. causing an over- 
all jump of more than 35 per 
cent in the demand for this 
country’s purchased scrap ma- 
terial. 

* Findings Challenged 

Tmmediately after the study 
Was issued, the trade association 
of scrap dealers in Washington 
challenged the findings and some 
of the assumptions on which the 
conclusion was based. 

Herschel Cutler, executive di- 
rector of the Institute of Scrap 
iron and Steel Inc. the dealers’ 
trade association, said in an in- 
terview: “We don’t agree with 
the study's conchision of an im- 
pending showtage and we don't 
agree that there is price in- 
elasticity in scrap. We don't see 
any shortage by 1982 or at any 
time in the foreseeble future. 
Look at what happened three 
years ago in the so-called short- 
age period.

Is Surprise to Credit Marts

THE TUNING OF THE WORLD 
By R. Murray Schafer. Knopf. 301 pp. Illustrated. $12.95.

ω may seem obvious that we 

bare a problem with noise in 
contemporary civilization, But 
believe me, you won't understand 
8 quarter'of the problem until 
you bave browsed, as you surely 


ought to, in R. Murray Schafer's . 


“The Tuning of the World,” a 
survey of sound in the past and a 
passionate plea for a Utopian fu- 
ture, by a Canadian composer who 
in recent years has become in- 
creasingly involved in the study 
of sound and the sonic environ- 
ment, 

Has it ever occurred to you, for 
instance, that “In the West the 
ear gave way to the eye as the 
most important gatherer of in- 
formation about the time of the 
Renaissance, with the develop- 
ment of the printing press and 
perspective painting"? And “One 
of the most eviden: testaments of 
this change is the way in which 
we have come to imagine God. It 
was not until the Renaissance 
that God became portraiture. 
Previously, he had been conceived 
8.5 Sound or vibration.” 

Or that one explanation of the 
nervous rhythms of modern poe- 
try is that the squeal of rubber 
tires and the roar of machinery 
has replaced the clip clop of 
hoofbeats as ἃ keynote sound of 
civilization? Or that “The asso- 
ciation of clocks and church bells 
Cin Western Europe during the 
14th century} was by no means 
fortuitous; for Christianity pro- 
vided the rectilinear idea of the 
concept of time as progress; albeit 
spiritual progress, with a starting 
Point (Creation). an indicator 
(Christ), and a fateful conclusion 
(the Apocalypse). ... Time is al- 


* ways running out in the Christian 


System and the clock bell. pune- 
tuates the fact.” 

‘These thoughts had occurred to 
you? Never mind. There's a lot 
that won't heve in “The Tuning 
of the World.” For instance, in 
his history of “the post-industrial 
soundscape,” Schafer makes much 
of the enigma that “despite the 
vast increase in noise that ‘the 
new machines created [during the 
18th and 19th centuries], rarely 
do we find [in the literature or 
documents of the time] opposition 
to these noises.” This curious 
Phenomenon he attributes to the 
Pre-industrial equation of noise 
to power: “The association of 
noise and power has never really 
been broken in the human imag- 
ination. It descends from God, 
to the priest, to the broadcaster 
and the aviator. The important 
thing to realize is this: To have 
the sacred noise is not merely to 
Make the biggest noise: rather it 
is a matter of having the author- 
ity to make it without censure.” 
No wonder we abide the sound of 
subways rattling beneath us and 
Protest the children screaming 
on the front stoop. We can do 
something about the children. 

And for anyone not startied by 
Schafer's imaginative but often 
quirky insights into the history 
of sound, there ts always the 
Pleasure of his descriptive pas- 
Sages. It isn't often thut a book 
stimulates the aural imagination 
instead of the visual, so whether 
he is quoting 2 German author- 
ity on the role of the post horn 
that was once ubiquitous in the 

sollidscape or compar- 
ing the sounds the sea makes at 
Ostende and Trieste, “The Tun- 
ing of the World” is an unusual 
Besory experience. 


But I was quite deliberate when 
I said one ought to browse in the 
book, because to read it straight 
through grows ἃ little tedious. 
For one thing, Schaefer's main 
point is so thumpingly obvious 
that it doesn't really bear the 
weight of analysis with which he 
burdens it, however interesting 
that analysis may be. And like 
most Utopian schemes, the pro- 
posal that we now should begin 
to re-educate our ears and rede- 
sign the soundscape to a human 
acale is just as discouraging in its 
hopelessness as it is visionary in 
its perspective. 

Also, Schafer doesn't so much 
develop his argument coherently 
as he announces it, repeats and 
illustrates it, In describing what 
the telephone has done to modern 
thought, he cites Schopenhauer 
writing at the beginning of “The 
World as Will and Idea” that he 
wishes us to consider his entire 
book as one thought. “Had Scho- 
Penhauer written his book in my 
office,” Schafer comments, “he 
would have completed the first 
sentence and the telephone would 
have rung. Two thoughts.” It is 
very evident that Schafer wrote 
“The Taning of the World” in 
hhis office. A thousand thoughts. 

Fortunately, the book is suited 
to browsing, because the author 
has affixed titles to every section 
and subsection in his text. Thus, 
the Teader can locate where the 
author is belng his most original 
85 opposed to where he is simply 
repeating himself. The repetitive 
parts can be quickly discarded. 
The original sections will raise 
your consciousness of the sound- 
Scape to ἃ level of sensitivity you 
never experienced before. Quietly, 
Schafer makes us realize how 
much noise ‘matters.

His hair is 
what hairdressers courteously 
call ash blond: light brown. He 
is, by gum, wearing argyle socks.

After the urgent exhibitionism 
of his days as Eing of Glitter 
Rock, Bowie has discovered 
Switzerland and privacy.

His newest album has the 
word “Low” over a side viqw 
of Bowie, but no one, to his 
disappointment, realizes it 
Shonld therefore be called “Low 
Profile.” This may be because 
since he burst on the rock scene 
his profile has been screech- 
ingly high. “The persona I put 
out is eclectic, vibrant,” he says. 

“Low” is Bowie's favorite al- 
bum because it reflects his new 
interest in experimenal music, 
sound as texture rather than 
music, he has ealled it. His 
second favorite is “Aladdin 
Sane” (1973), which is, he says, 
“the height of cliché of the 
early 70s—the neo-destructive 
schizophrenic thing that was 
bappening which was spear- 
headed by fashions. At that 
time. people's minds soumded 
like they looked.” 

What about today? “TI don’t 
Enow. I'm out of touch with 
the young,” he says. 

Bowie turned 30 this year. 
“It's the best thing that ever 
happened to me. Until 30, 1 was 
8 dedicated artist. Now I've dis- 
eovered privacy, I lost contact. 
My writing’s better, my music's 
better. I've played more music 
tm the last year and a half 
than in all my life.” The music 
has been for himself. “It seems

Born David Jones in a Lon- 
don suburb, Bowie wanted to be 
@ painter but imstead. in 1663, 
joined a group called The King 
Bees and later led an offshoot, 
David Jones and the Buz 
“Being 2 rock star was nothing 
I was aiming for,” he says. 
‘What he wanted was fame: “It 
was a chOice ‘of’ either being 
failure or famous.” 

Im 1966, he became David 
Bowie. By 1968 he had joined 
a Tibetan Jamasery in Scotland 
and formed a trio called 


composed “Space 
Oddity” and met Princess Mar- 
garet. 1971 saw his hit album 
“The Man Who Sold the World” 
and the birth of Zowie, which 
he celebrated by making him- 
Self up in the style of the Roll- 
ing Stones’ girlfriend, Anita 
Pallenberg. By the end of the 
year he had adopted a Lauren 
Bacall look and armounced he 
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for dozens' of others to parrot 
him—emntering the closet, so to 
speak, so they could emerge in 
ἃ. glare of klieg Kghts, Bowie 
says he doesn’t know what the 
fuss was about: ἡ 

“Tm such an unwitting μενα 
thing. That was in 1971. The 
only other time ve talked. about 
my horrid sex life ‘was last year. 
Joumnalists have got reams and 
reams out of it.” 

“By 1972 be had eut bis hair, 
created a eharacter named Zig- 
gie Stardust: and wes on his 
παν to inventing stage extrav- 
sganzas ‘which reached 2 climax 
with “he Year of the Diamond 
“Dogs.” Critics over the years 
have noted his gift for spotting 
ἃ coming trend and for cheng- 
ing his style from rock to space 
songs, rhythm and blues and 
disco hits.
